Sanborn personally brought rations 
to us on his back under the most ter- 
rific fire that I ever experienced. 

“He did that becausethe wanted to 
be sure that the food would reach us 
and he figured the best way to make 
sure was to carry it himself. Who 
wouldn’t fight like the devil under a 
commander like that?” 

Keane went to the Mexican border 
with the First and reénlisted later for 
overseas service.. He was decorated by 
King George for his work at Hamef 
on July 4 when the One Hundred and 
Thirty-first was brigaded with Austral- 
ians. 


Keane Rescues Wounded. 

Keane had charge of directing the 
work of stretcher bearers. Party after 
party of them went into No Man’s land 
that day and failed to return. Keane 
went out to find them. He found them 
dead, lying across the stretchers with 
the wounded men. They had been 
killed in their work of mercy by the 
Germans. At that moment a party of 
Germans made a gortie to capture 
Keane, but it ended in his killing sev- 
eral of them, forcing the others to sur- 
render and to carry the wounded men 
and the stretcher bearers they had 
kille@ back to the allied lines. 

He won the American distinguished 
service cross in the Argonne on Oct. 
10, when he stood in No Man’s land di- 
recting the work of rescue till an ex- 
plosive bullet shattered his leg.

OUT ON PAROLE 


Swift’s Son-in-Law Now 
in Arizona “Under 
Constant Guard.” 


s81 | Count James Minotto, son-in-law of | 


Louis F. Swift, the packer, who was 
interned at Fort Oglethorpe as an alien 
enemy, has left the stockade in Geor- 
ia. 

Count Minotto is “somewhere in 
Arizona,” and report has it that he is 
living at an expensive hotel. Exactly 
where he is, the department of justice 
officials at Washington refused to re- 
veal, but they admitted he is not a 
prisoner, and, further, that he is 
“ somewhere in the southwest, possibly 
in Arizona.” 

Information concerning Count Ml- 
notto’s recent release was ascertained 
here yesterday by THe TriBuNE. In 
reply to questions by THe TRIBUNE 
correspondent in Washington, Assist- 
ant Attorney General James Lord 
O’Brien admitted Minotto to be out on 
parole “under heavy bond and under 
onstant surveillance.” He was paroled 
from Ellis island several days ago, ac- 
cording to Mr. O’Brien. 


“For Service to France.” 

Minotto was taken from Fort Ogle- 
thorpe to New York some time ago 
to give testimony by deposition in the 
Caillaux case, in which the former 
premier of France is charged with aid- 
ing Germany. Mr. O’Brien intimated 
that because of the service Minotto 
rendered to France in this case, and 
upon the suggestion of I’rance, he was 
paroled, although he would not say 
so definitely. 

He stated positively that the parole 
was not granted upon application of 
Minotto’s family, or any of his wife's 
relatives. He also said the depart- 
ment is not at liberty to state the 
circumstances more definitely, and de- 
clined to say whether Minotto is now 
being watched by an agent of the de- 
partment or by local officials. 


Parole One of “ Very Few.” 

Mr. O’Brien asserted there is abso- 
lutely no danger of Minotto escaping, 
despite Arizona’s proximity to Mexico. 

Minotto’s parole is one of a “ very 
few” which have been granted since 
the signing of the armistice, according 
to Mr. O’Brien.

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FIND IMMENSE 
HUN WAR STORES 
NEAR COBLENZ 


COBLENZ, Jan. 26.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.J]—Thirty-five million 
rounds of small arm ammunition were 
among the material abandoned by the 
Germans in the region of Coblenz. 
These were recently discovered by the 


Americans during an exploration of 
the underground storehouses and tun- 
nels where the German munitions were 
kept. 

Five million rounds of this ammuni- 
tion had been captured from the 
French. The other 30,000,000 rounds 
were manufactured by the Germans, 
who took captured British shells and 
loaded them with German powder and 
bullets taken from the French. Most 
of these cartridges were boxed and 
addressed, in readiness for shipment 
to various units in Turkey. 

Thirty-six thousand rifles captured 
from the British and found stored in 
Coblenz have been turned over to 
their original owners, while 10,000 
French rifles have been returned to 
the French.

ARIS, Jan. °6.—[By the Asso- 
clated Press.J—Robert Lansing, 
secretary of state, will be one 
of the two members of the Amer- 
ican committee created yesterday by 
the peace conference to deal with the 
question of responsibility for the war. 

The other member will probably be 
one of the experts attached to the 
mission which is now preparing the 
American views on this important ques- 
tion, that carries with it the verdict of 
life or death to the former German em- 
peror and some of his generals and ad- 
mirals, and even civilian officials.

“Even if all the twenty-four Inde- 
pendents elected to the assembly were 
adherents to the Spartacan doctrine— 
and not more than half a dozen of 
them are suspected of such sympa- 
thies—they would be powerless before 
the nearly 400 delegates who, whatever 
their other political tenets, are all op- 
ponents of any class dictatorship.

Tired of Routine, Amaze

BERLIN ORDERLY | 
AS SPARTACANS 
MOVE TO GRAVE 


Army in Control, but 
40,000 Follow Lieb- 
knecht Cortege.

BERLIN, Jan. 25.—[Delayed. ]——Con- 
trary to all expectations the funeral 
of Karl Liebknecht and thirty other 
Spartacans killed in the riots last week 
passed without serious disturbances, 
but the military had prepared so ex- 
tensively for all eventualities that the 
rebellious elements had no chance 
whatever. 

Again the streets in the center of 
Berlin looked like militarx camps, field 
guns having been posted at Branden- 
burg gate, Potsdamerpiatz, Unter den 
Linden, and the newspaper district, 
whiel machine guns’ were numerous at 
all street corners. The weather being 
‘raw, the soldiers wore fur lined gray 
coats, and at meals were fed from the 
so called goulash cannons. 

Traffic Under Control. 


The interior city from the Tiergarten 
to ‘the royal castle and on Jerusalem 
strasse from Kochstrasse to Unter den 
Linden was entirely under military 
control and traffic was completely 
stopped, the subway cars passing five 
stations within the districts outlined

Some 
of them had not learned that the gov- 
ernment had prohibited the formation 
of the funeral procession in the Sieger- 
Salle and at the last minute they came 
with tremendous wreaths, especially 
the delegations from Hallie, Magdeburg, 
Bremen, Hamburg, and Duesseldorf. 

They indignantly, but fruitlessly, 
protested against the search for arms 
and were then conducted ont of 
harm’s way by the soldiers, to meet 
again in the Luetzowplatz.

OUR DISAPPEARING ARMY. 
{New York Tribune.] 

The United States has today a real army. It didn’t 
have one until about a year ago. It will cease to have 
one @8 soon as a peace treaty is signed. 

It is unfortunate that the war department did not 
plan ahead for a peace army. The principle of con- 
scriptive service vindicated itself so splendidly in our 
war experience that it would have been easy to recog- 
nize its permanency in a peace reorganization law. 
The value of universal training was also overwhelm- 
ingly demonstrated. It ought to have been made by 
this time the basis of our future military policy. 

Secretary Baker has been reluctant to face the 
problem of reorganization. He doesn’t want to com- 
mit himself to conscription or universal training. His 
only idea has been to demobilize the trained army mei

General, afterw: rd Marshal, Petain, {nsp!ired his 
weary troops at Verdun by an order of the day 
concluding with the words, “Courage, we will get 
them.” 

Gen. Foch, commanding the French army in the 
first battle of the Marne, had been almost over- 
whelmed by the onward sweep of the German 
forces. In a memorable message to Joffre he said: 
“ My right is crushed. My left is in retreat. I am 
attacking with my center.” He did attack and 
drove a wedge through the German lines that start- 
ed their retreat to the Aisne. 

The people of Paris were stunned by the rapidity 
with which the Germans advanced in their first 
rush toward the French capital. The railway sta- 
tions were besieged, but the great majority of the 
people knew they must remain. In this tragic 
moment Gen. Gallieni, military commander of the 
city, inspired confidence and cheered the faint- 
hearted with his watchword, “To the very end.” 
The populace took up the cry, and Gallieni, with 
his army, played a signal part In hurling back the 
legions of Von Kluck at the Marne. ~*~

No less inspiring, but born of less tragic circum- 
stances, was the saying of Gen. Gouraud, who, 
upon entering Strasbourg gfter the liberation of 
Alsace and Lorraine, declared, “ The day of glory 
has come.” 

Field Marshal Sir Douglas Haig, commander-in- 
chief of the British armies in France, gave utter- 
ance to an appeal in addressing his soldiers which 
stirred a responsive chord in the hearts of the allied 
peoples throughout the world. For three weeks

Lessons on Saving Will Be 
Taught in All Illinois Schools. 


be the curriculum of all Illinois 

schools. With the indorsement 

of Francis C. Blair, state super- 
intendent of public instruction, and the 
codperation of city and county super- 
intendents of schools, “ Little Lessons 
in Thrift” will be put into the class- 
rooms of every public school in the 
State by the War Savings Organization 
for Illinois. 

By special arrangements with the 
bishops of the five Roman Catholic 
diocese, the lessons will be sent also 
to the parochial schools. Plans are 
being made to include all private, 
Lutheran, and normal schools, and the 
colleges. The lessons will be sent out 
semi-monthly and through them nearly 
1,400,600 school children will be 
reached with war savings propaganda. 

While the primary object is educa- 
tion in the principles of thrift, the fact 
that the government still needs the 
support of the small saver will not be 
lost sight of. It will be emphasized 
that saving is just as patriotic in peace 
time as in war time; that supplies for 
an army of occupation and during the 
period of demobilization are just as 
essential as during the period of war- 
fare, and that boys and girls who lend 
their savings to the government should 
feel just as keen a sense of responsibil-

Pushing of Public Works 


Will Be Sought by 170 
Business Bodies. 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 


The Illinois Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion has started a systematic plan to 
ward off anticipated unemployment. 

It is seeking the aid of every town 
{2 the state of 5,000 inhabitants or 
larger. More tran 170 industrial and 
commercial associations in these cities 
will get a letter this morning urging 
them to action. 

The tentative plan is to have a gen- 
eral conference in Springfield of all 
theee organizations, that they may ex- 
change information and views prelim- 
inary to a united efforts to get some- 
thing done, and done at once. The 
big manufacturers’ association is pledg- 
ing in advance its assistance and codp- 
eration. 

Resume Work Halted by War. 

It says in its letter “it wants to codp- 
erate with you [170 organizations] in 
getting federal, state, and municipal 
governments to resume work on the 
improvements suspended on account of 
the war, and to start other improve- 
ments for which plans have been pre- 
pared and for which there is a de- 
mand among the constituencies to be 
benefited.” 

“Our great waterway project,” con- 
tinues the letter, “has been dormant 
for several years. Our people voted 
$60,006,000 for good roads. We want to 
heip you in a movement to start work 
on these projects and resume work on 
others delayed by the confilct.” 

The letter is signed by William Nel- 
son Pelouze, the acting president, who 
is a brother-in-law of Mayor Thompson. 

The appeal tabulates the $250,000,000 
worth of work which, the association 
claims, can go ahead in Illinois—a large 
part of which is in Chicago, which was 
enumerated in THE TRIBUNE last 
‘Thursday, following the association’s 
appeal to the council committee on 
streets for action. 

Sentiment Big Factor. 


Mr. Pelouze puts some “ punch ” {nto 
his letter with these observations: 

“ Sentiment is the most potent factor 
It is the one influence 
that will make administrative officials 
move—whether federal, state, or mu- 
nicipal. 

“ All of these are public works. The | 
officials in charge of them probably | 
think that it would be better politics 
to delay their construction until prices 
cre lower. All of the experts on eco- 
nomics agree, so far as we have been | 
abie to find out, that it is better by far 
to proceed with these public improve- 
ments at high prices rather than have 
the hardships and suffering that will 
follow widespread idleness.” 


Road Work Would Employ Many. 
Employment experts of the associa- 


tion have reckoned that a good start on 
the £6000,000 read program, “ would 
keep 10,500 men busy in the factories 
pemiucing materials.” Then they add: 
“If the improvement is started on an 


doubled as soon as the orders are placed 
for the materials. These men would 


be employed independently of the men 


who would do the actual construction 
work.” 

Herman H. Hettler, chairman of the 
public works committee of the associa- 
tion, commented yesterday on this re- 
port. 

“Our country was less prepared for 
peace than it was for war, and if we 
are to have prosperity, the country 
must speedily open avenues for peace 
work. We should have war activity in 
these peace times for the next year or 
60. 

Now Is Time to Start. 


“I believe the public would prefer 
to vote for additional bonds to complete 
the work at present prices rather than 
have this work stand still in anticipa- 
tion of reduced costs. es 

“A start on hard roads at several 
points in the state would greatly relieve 
the stress of unemployment. Illinois 
several years ago voted a bond issue of 
$20,000,000 to improve its waterways. 
Work might be started on this improve- 
ment and the stress of unemployment 
would be relieved in the cities having 
plants producing materiais to be used 
in this construction. 

“The national government can con- 
tribute mightily to relieving the situa- 
tion by ordering the railroads to pro- 
ceed at once on the track elevation 
projects in Chicago and other cities in 
the state. The director general of rall- 
roads might well urge his regional di- 
rectors to see that this work is started 
at once, regardless of the material sit- 
uation. 

“A project that will keep thousands 
of men employed for several years is 
the electrification of the Illinois Cen 
tral Chicago terminal. This projeu 
should not be delayed longer, in my
